A SSlvi-r tihrary. 


There is in the royal library of Koe- 


nigsberg a &iiver library, consisting 
of a collection of 20 books, mostly 
theological, bound in pure silver and 
having a rir:h, symbolical ornamen- 
tation partly in gold, rhe library has 
been in possession of this treasure 
since 1611. These books were made by 
order of Albert, the first dnke of Prus- 
sia, m the latter half of the bixteenth 
century. It is supposed that thoy 
were made at Nuremberg, where Al- 
bert was stationed for three years. 
Through the efforts of Ostander, and 
afterward Luther, Dnke Albert be- 
came a friend of the reformation.
